At this meeting KSSSR* **<> had been given leadership of 
the "Caeoh Christian-Socialist Movement* In Germany (with- 
in the soope of the Prchala movement) gave an account of 
himself and of his life* He described his activities in the 
Ligue against Bolshevism during the oooupatloiwin Caeoh o- 
Slovakia, and his close cooperation with Mar ioBMARES v from 
VttVARY* Ho did not, however, tell 10CWR ftfTHj libber- 
ship In the VXajka* He probably acted on the advice of 
BXASCHX03 ITSCHHova , who was warning all the members of 
the Brohala movoment that It would be best not to mention 
membership in the Vlajlca, as many of the members of that 
organisation had become secret agents, KRSHR said that he 
esme to Germany In 1949 after having esoaped from prison 
to which ho had been condemned in 1945 because of his ac- 
tivities In the Ligue against Bolshevism* Shea questioned 
by LOOKER about the accusations mhlch had boon brought 
against him, KESER admitted that he had also boon accused 
of collaboration with tho Gestapo and of oontact with the 
Germans* QSSSR denied this, however, explaining that at 
that time he did not yet know German* XOCKHEt was Interested 
In who had tried him, who had been the public prosecutor, 
whether he had been able to make his defence and with Mom 
he had been In prison. 

Dr* LOOKER then asked participants of the meeting about 
the conditions and prospects of tho Jrchala group In Aus- 
tria and about the effect that the ygnnloh Agreement* had 
made on the Sudctan Germans and oxf*W5ttlcal officials In 
Austria* He asked about IfVOHIKOV and rexGUT^ who supposedly 
bombarded PRCHALA with re^fresib to btBHHwed to link with 
the CHV In London* ZVOHXKOV Is supposed to know PRCFAIA 
from Sub-Carpathian Russia* following repeated requests, 
neither ZVOflfUCOV nor SI GUT received In answer, because 
LOCKER refused to ednfide In discredited people* 
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Following this information, LOOKER epo ke of the general si- 
tuation of the Prohala movement. Ho believes that the poll- 
tioal developments are proving their case and that their si- 
tuation la thus constantly Improving, they supposedly have a 
very good position in relation to the Conservative Party of 
England, which is even supposed to have offered the frohala 
group financial support. PRCHALA is said to have refused. In 
order to have no obligations. He also hinted at his good con- 
nections with the British Intelligence Service and Scotland 
Yard* they claim it often happens that when a Catch cones to 
England, they are ashed to give their "opinion*. He laid a 
great stress on the §ood position which the Prohals movement 
enjoys In Switzerland, especially with regard to the Press, 
and he emphasised the favorable attitude towards the Republi- 
can Party in the Halted States. 

Answering a question as to the position of the Council of Pres 
Csechoslovakla in America, Locust said that the Americans are 
already causing certain difficulties to the members of the Coun- 
cil as far as permission to reside in the States is concerned. 
Xhe Prohsla group will supposedly eee to it that these diffi- 
culties are increased. The Council of Free Cseohoslovakla is 
said to exist on ths funds which Hr. RIPKA transferred abroad 
while he was uinlster of Foreign Trade. These funds are dimi- 
nishing rapidly and it should be expected that the Council will 
find Itself in financial difficulties. 

LOCHER also spoke of the participation of hr. RIPKA at the 
meeting of the- European Council in Strasburg. He explained 
that RIPKA was recowaended to participate as an observer even 
by Winston CHURCHILL. In Strasburg, RIPKA is said to have tried 
to enter into contact with the German delegation, Uember of Par- 
liament SCHUITZ is said to have rejected him briskly, saying 
that he only dealt with people of gen. PRCHALA. RIPKA is sup* 
posed to be spared all such future fiascos, because they are 
supposed to make sure that he will not return to the Europarat, 
either as an observer or as a journalist.

At that time already PRCHALA was supposed to have 
wanted to liberate the German nation from Hitler 9 s yoke* There 
were *wro Swiss journalists among the representatives of the 
foreign press. Such conferences take place more often, and 
are attended by German political officials. 

The subject of federalist Ion Is very often discussed by the 
Prchala group* She source of Information indicates, however, 
that even If the meaning of federalisatlon Is clear to them, 
the question of what Is to be f ederalised » l.e* which countries 
or states are to be members of the new federal state group, 
remains obscure* Nevertheless, the plan of federalist ion 
Is one of the main points of their program. 

(4) After the conference, PEKELSKY complained that at the begin- 
ning they hod not met with understanding on the part of the 
Americans* Today the situation Is supposed to be different,
